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TALE OF TWO HEARINGS 

Two well-publlclzcd conBrcsslonal Inva- 
Ugatlons have borne some fruit. Because ot 
evidence brought out In a senate war In- 
vcfitlgatlng subcommittee's hearings. Ma].- 
Ocn. Bennett £. Meyers, retired, has lost his 
pension and his medals. The Justice depart- 
has asked his Indictment by a ledcral grand 
Jury. The atr force is talking about a court- 
martial. 

The Justice department Is also getting 
ready to prosecute the 10 screen wrltiirs cited 
lor contempt of congress by a lopsided house 
. vote. They are the men who refused to tell 
the house un-American activities committee 
whether they were members of the com- 
; munlst party. 

Both General Meyers and the screen writers 
. went through the usual mill of congressional 
; committee procedure. They weren't allowed 
: to call witnesses or cross-examine the com- 
; mlttee's witnesses. The committee played 
: Its traditional, although extra-legal, role of 
' counnl. court and Jury. 

But there the similarity ends. TTie senate 
: Investigators produced a mess of hlgh-amell- 

■ Ing testimony that made legal action Imper- 
; atlve. Much of this testimony was offered 
; by General Meyers himself. The going-over 
: that General Hap Arnold gave the former 
^ air forces procurement officer, and the awtft 
: air force action In taldng his pay and decora- 
: tlons. seemed typical of the general reaction 
• to the Meyers disclosures. 

: In the case of the screen writers, the 
'■ lliomas committee's fireworks produced al- 
; most no evidence. The committee charged 
! that, during the war, the White House pres- 
; sured movie executives into making films 
: with a pro-Soviet slontrKrit failed to prove 

■ the charge. It accused the Johnson office 
: of trying to get the Investigation called off. 

- It failed to prove that charge, too. 

The investigators didn't produce any Holly- 
- " wood movies to show how and where the mls- 
'■ chlevous red writers had got in their dirty 
: worl:. This would have been a logical first 
: step. Since there are communists In a great 
I many other businesses, the activities, rather 
than the mere existence of the Hollywood 
cell, would seem to be the principal excuse 
: for the Investigation. 

; After the Oct. 38 heorins. Chairman 

- Thomas said that it was evident that the four 
: writers then held in contempt of committee 
" had "very extensive communist records." But 

he did not. for all the shouting and gavel 
pounding, nail tangible evidence of those 
records on the bam door for all ta see. 
On Nov. 34, during the house debate on the 

■ contempt citations, Mr. Thomaa noted that 
: the special session of congress had been called 

■ to appropriate billions to stem the communist 
tide In Europe. "What a paradox," he sold, 
"If that same congress cannot Inquire into the 

■ activities of a communist conspirator In the 
United SUtes. whose first allegiance Ii to a 
foreign government." 

So, in his own mind, Mr, Thomas seems to 
have convlctfld one or all of the 10 writers 
of communist conspiracy, maybe treason. 
Perhaps he's right. We aren't defending the 
10 who. Incidentally, behaved like petulant 
children under the committee's provoking 
treatment. But the fact remains that the 
Thomas committee hasn't even set up a cose, 
much less proved it. 

There is nothing wrong with the methods 
of congressional Inquiries when they arc 
used wisely and ethically. The results of the 
Meyers investigation show that. But when 
Attorney General Clark, asking prosecution 
of the 10 screen writers; says "the authority 
of congress must be maintained." he might 
, add that that authority should not be abused 
or made ridiculous.

The safety chairman grouped hLi 
address on accident prevention Into 
five topics, eye protection, fnrm In- 
surance, traffic Occidents, preven- 
tion of frequent farm Injuries and 
safety for children. 

Take neipontlblllUet Mthtly 
"We are Incllnrd to take i 
safety responsibilities llnhtly. but it 
you have ever been called upon to 
knock at the front door and nee the 
bright smile of a woman's face as 
•he answers the door and then you 
have to tell her that her husband 
win not be home— he ha.i been 
killed In an automobile accident— I 
trust you will not take your rcapon- 
alblUty so lightly after such " " 
perience," Beck said. 

"Agoln, If you are asked to sit In 
a coroner's Inquest of an accidental 
death, you will likely leave ttmt In- 
quest with an entirely different 
mental picture. 

Sympathies Shitted 
"If you have been Inclined to 
■ympathhw with the parly who acci- 
dentally killed the deceased because 
of his mental anguish. It Is quite 
possible that you will aliltt your 
sympathies vcct properly to the 
father, mothei^jr son of the de- 
ceased," he continued. 

Use of rear view mirrors and 
■pedal caution In making left 
turns were listed by the sofety 
chairman as the lending ways to 
prevent traffic accidents. 

Discussion of work to bo done 
With the men who are to do It. 
brlnstng out the hazards involved 
was given as the best preventative 
to farm accidents. . 

"This method of accident preven- 
tion has been used with excellent 
results In Industrial plants." he 
added. 

PrerequUlte of Parenthood 
tThderstondlng the use and appll 
cation of artificial resplratloi 
should be a prerequisite of parent- 
hood. Beck continued, as this means 
of life saving can bo used not only 
for drowning victims but for per- 
sons overcome by sas or shocked by 
electricity, 

"Tlie best that we con hope for 
In our drowning coses today Is that 
ft Boy Scout or a Girl Scout or o 
utility company employe might hap- 
pen to be present, for they are 
tatlght how to give artificial 
Ittratlon," Beck continued. 

"If you ar« present under critical 
circumstances of this kind, please 
do not oremile that Scout and In- 
sist on hauling the victim to some 
other place, for If the Scout cannot 
aave the life of that person, then 
Z am frank to stote that the person 
Is beyond saving," he aold. 
l«aTca Slogan 
The sofety chairman concluded 
his address by saying: "After years 
of ezpcrlonce as a safety director 
both with company activities and 
pUbUo safety work, the best I have 
to leave with you Is a slogan: 'Is 
It Safe?" The practical use of these 
three words will save your body 
from accidental Injury for the rest 
of your life. Those three words are 
ttao most powerful combination of 
three words In tlie English languago 
today, with one exception, 'Let Us 
Pray',"*

Pioneer Renews His Memories 
Of Trip Thi'ough Area in 1881

In the hot, dusty summer of laai 
lO-wagon train of Immigrants 
from Kansas tolled acrais tho desert 
wasteland oC southern Idaho toward 
Oregon. Among that group ot pion- 
eers was a 12-ycar-o!d boy named 
Benton Landreth. 

As Uiey followed the old stage 
route from Kclton to the desert 
stogD Station near Rock Creek, Ben- 
ton Landreth Iiad no way of know- 
ing that in IMT ho would bo seated 
In a home of the yet-unbom city of 
Twin rails watching his two grand' 
children at play. 

That came to pafs lost week when 
Mr. and Mrs. Landreth came hero 
from Baker, Ore., to visit Mr. and 
Mrs. C. D. Hlatt and children, Nancy 
and David. After spending tho 
Thanksgiving holidays here, Mrs. 
Hlatl's parents returned to Baker, 
but not until Pioneer landreth had 
motored out to view the stage route 
irer which he passed GO yeors ago. 
Though the years have dimmed 
the trail and Its memories. Just ss 
they have brought vast changes, a 
few vivid recollections ot the trip 
sUU sUr. 

The Landreth famll}-, consisting 
of the parents and seven children, 
of whom young Benton was one, set 
out from norLli central Kansas with 
tho «'agan train for Washington to 
leave behind them the drought and 
hordes of grasshoppers ot the plains 
country. Even though tho Journey 
took from May 1 to Aug. 1, Benton 
'Bent," OS he was called, found 
the ordeal a challenge tor his boy- 
ish enthusiasm and In looking back 
he mentioned ho "enjoyed the trip." 

The party spent July 4 of that 
year In Ogden and then set out on 
tho lost lap of tho Journey that led 
through whot was to bccono Magic 
Valley. As Uiey crept along tbe 
Wells-P^irgo stage lino from Kelton, 
the Immigrants apparently pojued 
west of where tho Amalgamated

Sugor company factory now stands. 
From there, they veered westu-ard 
toward the old desert stage station 
on the south side ot Rock creek 
northwest ot Twin Polls and then 
went wciitnard toward Buhl before 
crcAslng Stiake river. 

One of the few poignant memories 
of the trip, aside from the heat and 
the clouds ol dust, was a woman 
they met. who was driving a 10- 
mulo team. This hardy express driv- 
er on tlie route where faslilonably . 
dressed n-omen now powder their 
noses In cars, trains and planes, 
operated a big bull whip Instead of 
a compoct. 

While Uic mule team was plodding ! 
along, she would dismount, go to 
tho front of Uie team and Ilick the 
leaders with her whip and then re- 
turn and mount a mule wlille tho 
team was In motion. This display 
ot nglllty so Impressed Landreth 
lliat now more than half a century 
later he recalls It as clearly as 



though It happened but yesterday. 

Instead of going oa to Washing- 
ton, he settled In Baker, Ore., and 
engaged In mhUng and ranching 
tor 40 yeara before retiring.

The ph>-slclans said that recover:^ 
ot polio vlrui from throats durln 
and shortly after Ulnesa baa been 
reported many. times, but the t«sli 
showing It waa In the children's 
throats— from one to alx day« before 
onset of the disease — "make a strong 
esse for virus from the pharynx 
- common source of Infection."

ABOARD TIIE S.S. EVANQE- 
ijrNB (NEAl— The American tour- 
ist, beached high and dry through- 
out the war, has gone to sea again. 

It was a long wait. Never, since 
the first American tourist pocked 
hln sea chest and voyaged forth, 
had tho high seai been off limit* 
for ao long a time to civilians who 
wanted to sail otf to foreign lands 
Just for the tun of it. 

European tourist travel was anut 
down for eight years, and the Carib- 
bean area was closed to sea-faring 
plen.iurc-iieeker.i for six; Unhappy 
Europe probably won't be a mecca 
ot American lourliun for somo time 
come. But the cruise Into south- 
1 waters Is once again a fesUve 
occasion complete v'th baskets of 
fnilt, noLiy farewell parties, and 
"Anchora Awelgh," by the orchestra 
as the ahlp puUi away from the 
pier. 

While the old spirit and tho for- 
mer trtmmtngi are back, all of the 
prcK'nr ships that uted to salt to the 
We.it Indies and the Caribbean are 

not. 

Many of them were lo«t In the 
'ar. Others are still In the process 
of being reluxurlatcd after their 
drab. ulUharlan roles as wartime 
transports. 

The Evangeline has only recently 
returned peacetime operation. Like 
her slater ship, the Yarmouth, this 
VfMCl wna built for tho Eastern 
Slenmshlp lines" overnight nm be- 
tween Boston and Yarmouth. Nova 
ScoMs. or BU John. New Brunswick. 
During the war tnth of these coastal 
.iteamera sailed all o\-er the world as 
troop transports. 

Reconversion of the EvonBellne 
cost tI.3O0.OD0, aiul was delayed re- 
peatedly fay strikes and material 
shortages. When sho was finally 
overhauled, repainted, refurnished 
and ready to go to aea, she was laid 
up for additional weeks until the 
locks and door knobs arrived. 

Such experiences as thts wore the 
rule rather than the exception. As a 
result the airlines got at least a 
year's atari In cashing In on Amer- 
icans' pent-up yen for travel. But 
nhip owners and others who had 
predicted a post-war decUno of the 
crul.ie business because everybody 
rould bo traveling by air found that 
they were wrong.

The two. big cate- 
sorles of public assistance ar« old 
a Be relief and aid to dependent 
children. The sranls lo the blind 
are nesUgible when compared to the 
other two ealeaorles. 

There li one way. of chopplnir 
down this more or less direct relief 
load. Thai limply is by putting more 
periona on aoclal security wherein 
they and their employers contrib- 
ute to their own old age and sur- 
vivors Insurance pensions. 

Idaho hu a tremendous rellel 
load, paid out of public coffers, 
simply beeause It primarily ta an 
agricultural state. That means tlie 
majority of its people are not cov- 
ered by aoclal security. In fact the 
percentage of the state's tabor force 
not covered by social security 
la fll.3. 

The betl way to set the picture 
Is to compare Idaho with another 
stale. Figures for the comparlaon 
were supplied by Idaho public As- 
fiUtance Commissioner Bill Child. 

Kew Hnmpshlre Is an Industrial 
etato with a population approximat- 
ing that of Idaho. Only 3B.7 per 
cent of its labor force la not covered 
by social security. 

Under present law, agricultural 
workers, teachera. Bovenunental 
workers and scir employed persona 
are not covered by the social secur- 
ity Isw. Other employes arc. They 
ore tlie ones from whose paychecks 
Is deducted per cent of their 
salaries or wages. That ona per cent, 
along with a nhare from the em- 
ployer, la set aside for the workere' 
The worker starts getting his old 
□ge pension when he reaches SS. 
old age and turvlvora' Insurance. 
If he diei before that time. hl> 
widow and family collect monthly 
payments from hla survivors Inaur- 
ance. 

Now buck to that comparlaon. 
Idaho has nearly 10,000 persons on 
Its old age mibllc Assistance rolls. 
New Hampshire has about fl.SOO. Or 
lo put li nnothcr way, Idaho hn-i 
the roller rolls IGD out of every l.i 
pemons over SS. New Hampahtre 137 
or leu thsn half. 

But Idnho hns only about 70 per- 
Boiui per 1,000 over 05 covered under 
old ase end nurvlvora Insurance. 
New Hnmp.'.hlro has nearly 137 per 
1.000. Bui Ilie big thing la that Idaho 



U paying out better than 1138,000 
more money— and thal'a taxpayer 
money— per month for old oga auii- 
Unce Ulan New Hampshire. 'Hiat'i 
•3.000,000 a biennlum leaa than 
Idaho. Inversely, the old age and 
survivor's ln.<nt ranee payments In 
New Hampshire are double thoae in 
Idaho. And that comes from money 
coDtrlbuied by employera and em- 
ployes. 

As Child points out, Idaho would 
aave millions of dollara In taxpayers' 
money If all the workers not now 
covered could bo placed under 
social aecurlty. No one denies now 
that social necurlly ta economically 
sound and beneficial not only to 
the naUon and slate, but to the In. 
dividual himself.
